It was explained that he 
merely is awaiting the afrival of the 
appropriate moment to send out ‘invita- 
tions to the nations to participate.” 
This is taken here as an unofficial 
announcement that “the President is not 
deterred by the announcément in Geneva 
by Premier Painlevé of France that the 
League should take up the question of 
calling something in the nature of an 
arms conference. Regarding the Pre- 
mjer’s suggestion, it was explained that 
President. Coolidge, while not wanting to 


\@o anything that would, obstruct any 


action the League might wish: to take, 
and willing to hold off any step he is 
contemplating, he still has in mind the 
calling of another Washington confer- 
ence. 

Mr. Coolidge has ‘been ‘hoping that af- 
faits in Europe. would Shape themselves 
so as to make it appropriate for him to 
issue a call. He had=i mnded to wait 
for the settlement @f@te reparations 
tangle and the security’ — ———— and 
other problems in Europe, but now thet 
the subject has been brought up by the 
League of Nations he finds it ——

_As tothe place in which to hold an- 
ottier ‘arma conferencé/ the President: was 
teprésented ‘today as naturally favoring 
Washitgton, but, iff his opinion; the 
main thins is to have a conference and 
to Rave it méet with success.

Expects Worla Court Ratification. 

President ‘Coolidge let it be known to-} 
day: that fully expects the’Senate in 
the comin®’ session to ratify the World 
Court resolution. His opinion is based 
on the advices he has received from time 
to time this Summer regarding the at- 
titude of the Senate toward this nation’s 
adherence to the World Court, 

Mr. Coolidge has not yet given any 
intimation” that he will agree to exten- 
sive modification of the Administration's 
reservations in the resolution. However, 
while confident as to the final result, the 
President is represented as not expect- 
ing ratification by the Senate without 
some little delay caused by possible pro- 
tracted debate. 

Thée President realizes that the prin⸗ 
cipal opposition to the World Court pro- 
tocol is caused by the fear that adher- 
ence to the World Court will present the 
same foreign entanglements as have 
been associated by some persons in this 
—** with entrance into the League 

ations. He has not underestimated 
the influence this form of opposition 
may have upon the public mind, nor the 
capabilities of some of those known to 
be in the forefront of the opposition: in 
the Senate, but he is represénted as feel- 
ing that considerable of this opposition 
will disappear when the time comes.

POR ADIN FIGHT 


Wants Former ——— to Tell 
Voters He Is Regular and 
Has Right to Contest, 


CALLS WATERMAN SLACKER 





And Assaiis Him for Lack of Ex- 
perlence-——Speaks In Brooklyn 
“and the Bronx. 


Objecting to being called an »“insur- 
gent’’ candidate for the Republican nom- 
ination for Mayor,. John J. Lyons, 
former Secretary of State, wrote. to 
Charles E. \Hughes yesterday, asking 
him to tell Republicans that under the 
direct primary law, which Mr. Hughes 
spoOhsored while Governor, he had’ a 
right to run for the Mayoralty nomina- 
tion without sacrificing party regularity. 

“You must appreciate the Importance 
of your position in our community, par- 
ticularly with the Republican voters,” 
Mr. Lyons wrote. ‘‘You have been the 
recipient of almost every honor the par- 
ty has-been in a position to confer on 
a citizen. This position’ has . heen 
achieved and held secure by you for the 
reason that the people here have im- 
plicit trust and confidence in your every 
utterance. It would almost seem that 


a word from you would clear the at- 
mosphere of doubt and error. 

*‘When ,you served as Governor of the 
‘State-of New York you were convinced 
that parties were being swallowed up by 
small groups designating themselves as 
organizations. Their infallible fiats 
took government out of the hands of the 
people’ and placed it in the hands of a 
few highly interested parties only too 
frequently corrupt. You determined a 
remedy was needed and one of the very 
first recommendations you made to the 
Legislature was a request for the en- 
actment,of a direct primary law.

Deaths Laid to Unsecute- Gondola, _ 

While the wreck of the Shenandoah is 
expected to impedé temporarily the prog- 
ress of lghter-than-air craft develop- 
ment in this country, navy men regard 
it as an argument in favor of this type 
of aviation. ‘With the exception ‘of two 
men killed in the fall of engine gondolas, 
they point out, the loss. of the control 
car, which was’ not. adequately secured 


to the ship, accounted -for ‘all loss of

. In the case of the Los Angeles, where 
the cantro! car is built into. the hull of 
the ship, they say, an accident such as

Originally the control car of the Shen- 
andoah contained an engine and it was 
because of this that the car was sus- 
pended from the ship.

At the 
same time it was recommended that the 
five remaining ‘engines be increased from 
400 to 600 horsepower and this would 
probably have been done in the near 
future had the ship not been destroyed.

The ideal by which the nation of 
WASHINGTON and LINCOLN is actuated 
is so human, and approaches so close- 
ly to our own, that the League and 
America.are impelled -by the force of 
circumstances to coopefate freely for 
the good of humanity. ‘Points of con- 
tact will increase in the future. 


THE PROBLEM OF GOVERNMENT. 

When . contemporary .lingerers on 
the stage were boys, if they were 
contemplating a‘ ‘* problem’’ they 
looked from “* ARIsToTLE to AUSTIN.’’ 
Time has since amused himself. 
Nearly a hundred years have. passed 
from the sovereign Austin time. 
WatrTer Bacrnot, with his ‘‘age of 
discussion,’’ ‘‘ dated ” long ago. The 
old procession of theories, marshaled 
in Dean Pounp’s books, for instante, 
has marched before our eyes. Justice 
HoLMES says somewhere, in effect, 
that the law, the “immortal, imimut- 
able law, is substantially changed in 
every generation. Theories about it 
differ. 

This anteroom seems necessary for 
a@ reverent approach to the National 
Conference on the Science of Politics 
at Columbia. Certain professors are 
making a ‘‘ common attack '’ on the 
problem of American politics: The 
result of it will be satisfactory and 
sacred till Time, the immortal ironist, 
points another generation to other 
theories. The professoriat will tell us 
what government is and how it should 
be carried on. Here is Dr. CHARLES 
A. Brarp, an acute thinker and a bril- 
Mant theorist, of whose perhaps al- 
ready outworn hypotheses of economic 
‘determinism in the American. Consti- 
tution and the American form of gov- 
ernment one would have, in the torch- 
light parade of political, metaphysics, 
such memory as one has.for “A 
Passage to India ’’ and the other be- 
loved appearances of yesteryear. 
What does this ingenious political 
metaphysician ‘tell us about democ- 
racy? He puts the rhetorical ques- 
tion: ‘* Can a democratic government 
** conceive and carry out any large 
** collective program other than war?” 

Since, as has been recently demon- 
strated even to the wayfaring man, | 
democracy can’t carry on a war and 
has to resort to oligarchic, despotic 
and anti-democratic methods, this is 
a curious prologue to Dr. Brarp’s 
swelling theme. A democracy, he 
says,‘’ can build and operate a mer- 
chant marine.”” Our democracy built 
one. Did fit or can it operate one suc- 
cessfully? If it can’t, demecratic gov- 
ernment is not to be blamed. It is 
trying to do something which is, ‘per- 
haps, permanently outside the proper 
sphere of any form of government. 
Can it carry out “‘ any large colleo- 
tive program °*’? If he means the Fed: 
eral Gevernment, why should it?

MIGRANTS. 

An English essayist has defined a 
migrant’ as a deéstinated vagrant. 
When one examines the immigration 
statistics for the last year, the fact 
emerges that~a considerable percent- 
age of those admitted here as immi- 
grants were not such migrants. They 
are not yet destinated. They have, 
however, not been. vagrants, for they 
have been, for the most part, in 
trious, prosperous sojourners and have 
gone back to the lands from which 
they came richer than when they left, 
adding their earnings to the huge 
sums which American , tourists’ in 
A third 
as many aliens made their exits as 
made their entrances (92,728 outgoers, 
as compared with 294,314 incomers). 
The net addition was only 201,586 
(against 630,107 in the previous year), [ 
and of that number 130,193, nearly 
two-thirds, came from Canada and 
Mexico. 

Even more significant than the na- 
tionals returning to their old homes 
(in the case of Italy, for example, 
27,151 aliens departing, as against 
6,203 arriving) are the statistics 
showing the percentages by which 
countries, especially of Southern Eu- 
rope, have fallen short of sending as 
many to America as they, got back; 
Bulgaria, Greece, Hungary, Rumania, 
Jugoslavia, Italy, Spain and Portugal 
are all in the list. Moreover, not ofily 
have the quotas of Great Britain, 
Germany and Sweden not been filled; 
neither have those of Ttaly or Czecho- 
slovakia. It would seem that America 
is not only not holding all who came, 
she is obviously not even attracting as 
many as she is ready to welcome, even 
from..,those _non-Nerdic countries 
which it was contended were wearing 
out their welcome. 

Whatever the economic import of 
these statistics be, they make. one 
plain suggestion. It is that now is a 
good time to. make our own those who 
have come as migrants and propose 
to remain. as permanent residents. 
The immigrant education agencies now 
have~not such an impossible task. 
They ought to undertake their work of 
teaching the language angof inter- 
preting-American history and institu- 
tions: to the newcomers, with a hope 
of being able to reach all who are 
alien to our ways, and also to avail 
of what they bring of value to our 
still growing America. The lessened 
numbers should not be made an ex- 
cuse for relaxing effort. The public 
schools for adults and private organi- 
zations should unite with greater zeal 
to eliminate adult. illiteracy and to 
make of all the aliehs whom we admit 
destinated Americans.

WHAT WRECKED THE SHENAN- 

DOAH? 

An official investigation of the 
cause of the disaster to ‘the Shenan- 
doah \will soon begin at Lakehurst. 
Whatever the conclusions. may 2, 
they will not cofivince all of the ex- 
perts who have hastily advanced tho- 
ories to account for the wrenching 
apart of the great envelope. It was 
thought ‘to-be proof against such a 
catastrophe. Yet much the same thing 
occurred to ZR-2, the British dirigible 
which collapsed during a trial with 
American officers on board Aug, ‘24, 
1921, at Hull, England.

COURSE OF TREASURY FINANCE. 

Except for the twelvemonth period 
ending with last June, the 8% per 
cent, interést rate at which the Treas- 
ury yesterday offerdd $250,000,000 
short-term obligations is the lowest 
since the first of such “ certificates of 
indebtedness '’ were issued in April, 
1917. That initial short-term borrow- 
ing, which was made in anticipation 
of the first funded war loan, covered 
only a two months’ period and was 
placed in an éasy money market. But 
the 8 per ‘cent. rate then fixed was 
never repeated in any similar borrow- 
ing until 1924. The Treasury paid 4% 
per cent. in 1918 and 1919, and as 
much as 6 per cent. at the end of 
1920; even in the easy money period 
of 1922, the rate went no lower than 
3%, and was higher afterward. 

In last year’s exceptionally low 
money market, two short-term loans 
were placed as low'as 2% per cent. It 


| is one of those two borrowings, placed 


for a year in the middle of last Sép- 
tember, which ts to be taken up or 
extended through the present 3% per 
cent... nine months’ issue. It will be 
seen, therefore, that the Government 
is.paying one-half of 1 per cent. more 
for money than a year ago, but others 
wise much less than the prevalent rate 
of our war and post-war finance, 

The rate on the new certificates, 
therefore, testifies to a money market 
which, although not so low as a year 
ago, may be described as easy now 
and as likelf te remain so throughout 
the season; for the terms on which 
the Treasury has in. the past asked 
banks to commit their resources for a 
period of months have almost always 
closely foreshadowed the course of the 
season’s open market. The offering 
also emphasizes once more. the 
smoothness with which the financing 
of the Government's requirements. is 
conducted. Selection of the 15th of 
March, June, September and Decem- 
ber makes issue and maturity of such 
loans coincide with the date of quar- 
terly payments on the income tax, of 
interest on the public debt, and even 
of payments of interest and principal 
on the funded war debts of the Buro- 
pean Governments to our Treasury. 
As a result, borrowings and redemp- 
tions often aggregating a thousand 
million dollars in a single are re- 
peatedly put through at the. Federal 
Reserve without so much as a flutter 
in the money market. But for the 
TreasGry’s announcements, the busi- 
ness. world would scarcely know that 
transactions out of the ordinary had 
occurred. :

A sum of $14,705,154.04, otherwise 62,- 
500,000 gold marks, was. deposited by 
Belgium to the account of the United 
States Treasury in:a blocked account in 
the Federal Reserve Bank in New York 
toward the end of last year as an in- 
stalment under the army of occupation 
costs agreement of May 25, 1923, By 
Article 3, B 1, of the Paris financial 
agreement of Jan. 14, 1925, that sum 
was forthwith released to the Treasury. 
The. failure of France. to’ have ratified 
the 1923 agreement accounted for the 
blocking of the account.
